Claims 31, 34-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art either alone or in combination doesn't teach capturing an image of the 
previous focus task as it appears on the stage area; replacing the previous focus task with the 
image of the previous focus task, the image of the previous focus forming a converted non- focus 
task; moving the converted non- focus task away for the stage area; moving the non-focus task to 
the stage area based on a user input; and making the non- focus task a focus task by displaying 
the at least two windows such that the user can manipulate at least a portion of one window in 
combination with the other claimed features.
